Please  find  attached  a letter  co-signed  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA),  the 
Bureau  of  Land  Management  (BLM)  and  the  Colorado  Department  of  Public  Health  and  the 
Environment  (CDPHE)  to  Sunnyside  Gold  Corporation  (SGC)  in  Silverton,  CO. 


The  purpose  of  the  letter  is  to  invite  SGC  to  actively  assist  in  defining  the  problems  contributing 
to  metal  loads  in  the  Animas  River.  Evidence  suggests  that  the  water  quality  problems  in  the 
Animas  River  are  more  far  reaching  than  originally  understood,  and  that  the  Upper  Animas  River 
watershed  above  the  Cement  Creek  confluence  and  its  drainages  must  also  be  investigated.  There 
may  also  be  adverse  impacts  to  the  water  quality  in  the  Animas  River  from  Mineral  Creek.  EPA, 
BLM  and  CDPHE  hope  to  engage  SGC  in  taking  a more  active  role  in  role  in  defining  the 
problems  and  implementing  solutions.  SCG  is  also  being  asked  to  provide  the  agencies  a 
response  to  the  letter,  indicating  its  intent  to  submit  the  requested  workplans  by  a January 
deadline.
